Fisheries  Are  -International 


MANY  individuals  debating  the  "fish 
versus  power”  question  affecting 
British  Columbia  seem  to  leave  out  of 
reckoning’  the  fact  that  the  major  fish- 
eries of  this  province  are  internationally 
shared.  Canada  might  dec  ide  .the  issue 
by  compromise  or  through  any  other 
device  which  preserved  the  rights  of  her 
citizens  adequately,  or  the  Province  within 
its  own  limits  might  do  that,  were  it  not 
for  the  fact  that  there  is  a "party  of  the 
second  part.”  While  power  proponents 
sometimes  contend  that  industrial  energy 
is  of  greater  importance  than  food  from 
the  sea,  and  that  in  the  event  of  a head-on 
conflict  the  fisheries  would  have  to  give 
way.  it  would  require  international  action 
and  two-way  accord  to  implement  that. 
There  are  likewise  contenders  for  the 


Canada  which  have  gone  to  greater  pains 
to  understand  and  to  develop  fisheries 
through  the  years  than  this  one.  To  those 
who  know  that  record,  it  would  be  un- 
thinkable that  the  spawning  beds  of  the 
sockcye  salmon  on  British  Columbia's 
main  rivers  would  be  consciously  or  wit- 
tingly destroyed.  Even  if  Canada  had 
the  authority  to  do  that,  and  this  is  ques- 
tionable. the  step  would  be  irrevocable 
and  a lasting  crime  against  the  genera- 
tions of  the  future. 

Yet  some  proponents  of  river  dam- 
ming go  so  far  by  inference  to  suggest 
that.  One  such  argument  used  recently 
suggested  that  the  sockeye  salmon  runs 
in  the  Fraser  are  expendable,  if  they  are 
in  the  way  of  hydro-electric  expansion, 
and  that  this  would  not  matter.

P™Ttoo  much  already,  and  that  British  merely  M per  cent  of  the  provinces 


Columbia's  salmon  stocks  have  been  de- 
pletcd  by  growing  resort  to  the  damming 
of  rivers  and  interference  with,  where 
not  obliteration  of.  the  spawning  beds. 
Extremes,  however,  are  not  likely  to  pre- 
vail in  the  end.  British  Columbia  can 
no  more  afford  to  dry  up  its  spawning 
grounds  than  it  could  agree  never  to 
develop  another  kilowatt,  of  hydro-electric 
energv.  The  solution  for  the  future  will 
need  to  be  one  in  which  there  are  both 
fish  and  power;  each  in  its  proper  relation 
to  general  public  welfare. 

There  are  not  many  provinces  in 


salmon  pack,  and  that  the  remaining  86 
per  cent  would  still  he  intact.  Would  It? 
Do  the  figures  also  suggest  that  no  salmon 
hut  the  sockeye  spawn  in  the  Fraser 
River?  That  would  bo  news,  not  only  to 
Canadian  marine  biologists  hut  also  to 
the  fishery  industry  everywhere.  Extract 
the  sockeye  nins  as  a whole  from  B.C. 
landed  catches,  and  just  how  much  would 
be  left?  If  what  went  for  the  Fraser 
field  good  everywhere,  the  net  result 
would  he  no  sockeye  in  B.C.  waters.  It

Keep  the  Peace  Prize  Out  of  It 


IT  is  a pity  the  Conservatives  have  made 
Mr.  Pearson’s  Nobel  Peace  Prize  an 
issue  in  the  election.  When  he  was  given 
the  award  the  external  affairs  minister 
aaid  he  regarded  it  as  much  a tribute 
to  Canada  as  to  himself,  and  it  would 
have  been  nice  to  keep  the  honor  in  that 
light.  While  his  proposal  to  the  UN  of 
a police  force  at  the  height  of  the  Suez 
crisis  no  doubt  rrystalized  the  ( anadian 
attitude  to  world  peace,  one  imagines  that 
when  making  the  award  the  Oslo  Nobel 
committee  had  regard  for  the  continuous 
stand  in  1 hat  direction  by  this  country 
as  represented  during  several  years  by 
Mr.  Pearson.  ~ , t. 

It  is  said  that  nine  months  before  the 
Suez  affair  Mr.  Diefenhaker  advanced 
such  a suggestion — the  creation  of  a IN 
police  force  to  patrol  the  Israeli- Arabian 
borders — and  that  Mr.  Pearson  then  threw 
cold  water  on  the  idea  that  later  was  to 
win  him  the  Nnbel  prize.  This  would  he 
a natural  reaction,  if  only  for  the  mun- 
dane reason  that  governments,  and  Mr. 
Pearson  was  a member  of  the  St.  Laurent 
government  at  that  time,  never  receive 
a suggestion  from  the  opposition  with 
enthusiasm.  In  rebuttal  however  Mr. 
Pearson  says  this  idea  had  already  been 


put  to  UN  officials  and  that  in  any  ease 
the  Liberals  had  tried  for  years  to  have 
a UN  police  force  set  up. 

Actually  such  a force  had  been  talked 
about  for  "a  long  time  before,  after  it 
became  obvious  that  without  some  instru- 
ment to  hark  up  its  edicts  the  UN  was 
powerless  to  enforce  them.  In  January 
of  1956  Great  Britain  had  m&do  a similar 
suggestion  to  the  U.S.A.  which  was 
frowned  upon  by  Mr.  Dulles.  It  could 
be  said  that  the  police  force  proposal  was 
floating  in  the  air  for  years,  and  it  would 
be  hard  now  to  determine  who  first 
thought  of  it.  Any  one  of  a dozen  persons 
might  he  the  real  originator. 

Surely  this  does  not  matter  much  now. 
In  fact  even  for  election  purposes  it  does 
not  rrtatter  nearly  so  much  as  the  Liberal 
government's  cold  attitude  towards  Brit-, 
nin  during  the  Suez  intervention  which 
gave  birth  to  the  UN  emergency  force. 
Mr.  Pearson  was  chosen  by  the  Nobel 
committee  to  receive  the  1957  peace  prize, 
and  all  honor  to  him  as  the  recipient. 
would  be  in  bad  taste  for  him  to  cite  this 
as  n reason  for  voting  Liberal  at  the 
coming  election,  and  it  would  he  in  equally 
bad  taste  to  claim  credit  for  the  UN  police 
force  Idea  as  a reason  for  voting  Con- 
servative. 


Strong  Plea  for  Christie  Point 


THE  array  of  public  and  semi-public 

organizations  appealing  for  the 
preservation  of  Christie  Point  for  the 
perpetual  enjoyment  of  the  people  of 
Greater  Victoria  should  help  to  persuade 
the  minister  of  recreation  and  conserva- 
tion against  allowing  the  peninsula  to  be 
subdivided  for  housing  development.  It 
would  l>e  a gracious  act  on  Mr.  West- 
wood's  part,  and  wholly  in  keeping  with 
the  policy  of  his  department  as  applied 
elsewhere,  to  acquire  the  land  in  the  name 
of  the  Province  and  thereby  put  fears  at 
rest  for  all  time.  Public  sentiment  is 
obviously  so  strongly  against  the  penin- 
sula being  built  up  that  the  government 
would  bo  fully  justified  in  taking  the  steps 
necessary  to  protect  it. 

If  Christie  Point  can  be  saved  from 
exploitation,  Reeve  Wurtele  of  Esquimalt 
has  made  what  we  believp  to  tie  the  best 
suggestion  as  to  ihe  use  which  should 
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be  made  of  the  land.  He  would  prefer 
to  see  it  left  in  its  natural  state,  pointing 
out  that  "people  like  a lot  of  wild  areas.” 
There  is  profound  truth  in  that,  and  it 
[»  unfortunate  that  it  is  so  seldom  recog- 
nized. Too  often  the  idea  seems  to  prevail 
that  a park  is  something  which  must  be 
“improved.”  In  the  postwar  expansion 
of  Greater  Victoria  al]  but  a very  few 
of  the  once-r>onutiful  patches  of  wild  land 
have  disappeared. 

The  southern  Tip  of  the  Island  is  not 
so  pressed  for  building  space  that  it  must 
put  houses  on  every  bit  of  unoccupied 
ground  that  remains.  Regardless  or  what- 
ever use  might  be  made  of  it  if  it  wen* 
set  aside  as  a park,  the  important  thing 
at  this  moment  is  for  the  public  to  gain 
possession  of  Christie  Point  while  there 
is  yet  time  to  preserve  its  natural  cover. 
It  is  one  piece  oft  land  whieh  the  "urban 
sprawl"  should  never  be  allowed  to  spoil.

a FEDERATION  of  fiAVlHOO  residents  of 
XV  Central  Afrha  is  moving  toward  indc 
pendent  status  wtlhin  the  Commonwealth  at 
a measured  pace. 

It*  three  romponrnt  states,  Northern  and 
Southern  Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland.  arc  geo 
graphically  surrounded  by  countries  which 
have  produced  rigid  racial  segregation,  colonial 
exploitation  or  armed  revolt.  All  shies  In  the 
federation  appear  anxious  to  avoid  similar 
trouble  within  their  borders. 

The  chosen  vehicle  is  the  principle  of 
partnership,  whereby  the  federation's  220.000 
white  residents  solemnly  pledge  themselves 
to  work  toward  the  development  of  their 
6.630.000  hlack  neighbor*  toward  a position 
of  political,  economic  and  educational  equality. 
* * * 

Britain's  House  of  Commons,  which  will 
continue  to  control  the  federation  s destinies 
until  1963.  decided  this  week  to  allow  their 
constitutional  plans  to  proceed-  But  the  decision 
was  not  taken  without  reluctance 
^■^oih  in  Great  Britain  and  in  the  federation 


Itself  there  are  wide  disagreements  as  to 
priority  and  speed  of  the  Negro'a  progress.  The 
differences  were  Cmdorlined  In  the  Commons 
debate  on  the  federation's  electoral  bill  which 
the  House  passed,  over  vigorous  Labor  opposi- 
tion. 

The  plan  of  the  federation's  leaders  is  to 
proceed  immediately  toward  political  Integra- 
tion of  the  races  through  a common  voters' 
list  and  election  of  most  of  the  assembly  s 
members  without  regard  to  their  color. 

At  the  same  time,  the  right  to  vote  is 
circumscribed  by  qualifications  of  education 
and  economic  status  which  have  the  effect  of 
disfranchising  more  than  90  per  cent  of  the 
Negro  population. 

Ijtbnr  critics  argued  that  the  bill  "fetter* 
on  the  Africans  a form  of  government  which 
they  cannot  break  for  generations  to  come." 
The  government  replied  that  It  represents  an 
increase  in  the  African  electorate  to  56.000 
from  1.000,  and  warned  against  the  possible 
danger*  of  a sudden  shift  in  the  balance  of 
political  power.

Even  if  his  tears  would  ha\e  had 
another  premise  the  defeated  team  * 
coach  reflected  similar  human  senti- 
ment when  he  exclaimed:  "Don't  talk

One  of  the  matters  which  both  sides 
srrm  willing  to  discuss  is  the  Polish 
plan  for  a nuclear  free  corridor  or 
zone  in  Europe  embracing  the  two 
Germany*,  Poland  and  Czechoslo- 
vakia Because  Canada  has  force* 
stationed  in  West  (Germany,  the  Poles 
have  approached  this  rountry  most 
recently  last  week  to  solicit  Cana- 
dian support  for  a scheme  which 
seems  a practical  first  step  towards 
general  disarmament. 

* * * 

Foreign  Minister  Sidney  Smith  Is 
known  to  have  some  sympathy  for 
the  Polish  proposal.  It  appears  to 
be  a genuine  Polish  contribution  to 
tti«  cause  of  world  peace— not  a 
Soviet  proposal  dressed  in  Polish 
clothing.  Indeed,  alter  the  Polish 
plan  was  first  broached  at  the  United 
Nations  on  Oct.  2.  Moscow  had  some 
reservations  about  It.  But  after 
Russo  Polish  talks.  Marshal  Bulganin 
listed  the  plan  among  10  matters  he 
would  like  to  discuss  with  President 
Elsenhower  and  Prime  Minister 
Macmillan 

One  adverse  Western  reaction  is 
that  a deneuclearl/ed  West  Germany 


would  deprive  NATO  of  military 
potential  it  needs  in  that  area  to  coun- 
teract .Soviet  superiority  in  divisions 
and  conventional  weapons. 

Moreover,  a deneudearized  West 
Germany  would  feel  more  insecure. 
NATO'S  real  punch  would  be  behind 
It  no  place  for  a shield  to  he.  The 
West  Germans  might  well  feel  they 
were  considered  expendable  by  their 
NATO  partners,  and  this  would  cer- 
tainly weaken  their  rather  lukewarm 
enthusiasm  fur  NATO.

In  that  eventual- 
ity. havp  the  choice  of  stationing  the 
Canadian  hrigade  elsewhere  in 
Europe  or  bringing  it  home  Which 
it  did  would  depend  on  several  ennwd- 
erafion*.  and  especially  assessment 
of  what  genuine  easing  of  tension,  if 
an\  the  new  situation  produced 

A ground  and  air  inspection  system 
proposed  by  the  Poles  would  seem  to 
be  an  adequate  safeguard  against 
possible  Russian  perfidy— for  if  the 
Russians  broke  the  pact  in  either 
nuclear  or  ground  force  a*-peri«,  all 
bet*  would  be  off. 

The  Polish  plan  thus  seems  a 
worthwhile  step  towards  ending  the 
dangerous  East-West  stalemate.  But 
unfortunately  this  is  a poor  time  for 
either  the  Conservative*  or  the  Lib- 
erals to  suggest  that  Poland's  Cran- 
munist  government  may  have  some- 
thing  in  this  plan.

policies.  As  in  all  legislative  assem- 
blies. pressures  from  interested 
groups  continually  operate.

The  army  in  Algeria  re- 
ceive* no  clear  directives  because 
there  is  no  source  from  which  they 
can  come  Therefore  the  generals 
lake  matter*  Into  their  own  hands.
